A pen- 
ny-wise, pound-foolish practice was 
followed, large interests being com- 
mitted to the care of officials at sal- 
aries which should have been many 
times as large as those paid, in order

quired. Mr. Francis does well not 
to place the responsibility on individ- 
uals. That many employees have 
fallen down seriously is certain, but 
what is responsible is the system 
under which they have been appoint- 
ed and carried on their work. A com- 
plete change is imperative. That it 
has been so long delayed shows an 
apathy on the part of the citizens at 
large which is hard to reconcile with 
their well-deserved reputation for 
public-spiritedness in most matters. 
If the present council doesn’t start ay 
right-away to adopt broad-gauge 
methods, a movement should be 
speedily organized to place those in 
power next December who will. We 
have too much at stake in Edmonton 
to allow continuance of existing con- 
ditions a week longer than is absolute- 
ly necessary. 


MR. CUSHING EXPLAINS HIS 
COURSE 


| 

Hon. W. H. Cushing, when in Win- 
nipeg, gave out an interview, in which 
he set forth his reasons for retiring 
from the Alberta cabinet. This has 
been sent all over the country. Here 
is an extract from it: 

“When the legislation was put 
through the house in the winter ses- 
sion of 1909,” continued Mr. Cushing 
“nothing of that kind was provided 
for. On the contrary the bill had pro- 
vided for the guarantee of the com- 
pany’s bonds at $25,000 a mile jor 
fifty miles. To that time, said the ex- 
minister, the administration of the 
railway had been in his department. 

It had, however, been taken out 
of his hands, and placed in the Pre- 
mier’s. 

“People, he noticed, were asking 
why he, as a member of the govern- 
ment, had allowed things to get to 
that pass without protesting. The ex- 
planation that he had been sick in the 
hospital and that he only returned to 
the house towards the end of the ses- 
sion and at a moment when protest 
was practically impossible.” 

The statement that there was “a 
guarantee of $25,000 for fifty miles,” 
is, of course, incorrect, and Mr. Cush- 
ing should use every effort, if the 
mistake is not his own, to have a cor- 
rection given as complete publicity as 
the interview. 

The ex-minister’s explanation of 
why he did not protest when the A.|

Out of 
these personal and sectional feeling 
arose, which led a section of the party 
to desire to oust the government.

This is the meaning of 
the whole movement that has caused 
such a stir both at home and abroad 
and the more Mr. Cushing attempts 
te explain his course, the more illog- 
ical docs it appear. Eastern papers in 
commenting on the affair assume that 
the contract is now before the people 
of the province for the first time. 
Their mistake is quite pardonable. 
Neither they nor anybody else can 
understand how men of intelligence 
can go to their clectors and be return- 
ed on a certain definite policy, which 
the candidates of the other party have 
challenged, and then a few months 
later conspire to defeat the administra- 
tion because of the policy which they 
had themselves so warmly support- 
ed. 


THE MARKET SITE 

The riotous scenes at the council 
on Tuesday night, when the market 
question was being discussed do that 
body no credit. Citizens should be 
encouraged to place their views before 
the Mayor and aldermen, but they 
should be required to do so in a de- 
cent orderly fashion. As to the mar- 
ket question itself, it looks as if we 
still have to decide in Edmonton 
whether the people are to govern or 
not. If they want the market in a 
certain place, and say so by a majority 
of two to one, the council has no 
alternative but to go ahead and erect 
it there. At least, that is what most 
people accustomed to civic conditions 
outside of Russia would say. The ald- 
ermen have no right to argue the 
matter at this stage and the attitude 
which they have assumed is an in- 
sult to the intelligence of the citizens. 
Of course, when in the council mect- 
ings it has been assumed that the 
question was still an open one, it was 
not at all surprising that a deputation 
should have come along and used 
strong language in favor of the Rice 
strect site. But the whole discussion 
is clearly out of order. 


This year’s clection in Indiana will 
really be a national rather than mere- 
ly a state affair.

Answer: (a) Cost per 1000 gallons 
of 4.21 cents; (b) Cost per kilowatt 
hour was 3.01 cents; (c) Cost per kilo- 
watt hour, 2.88 cents. 

Extravagant Items 

Question: Are the quantities of oil, 
iuel, waste, and boiler compound used 
in the past in excess of the quanti- 
ties necessary for proper operation; 
if so, by how much? . What would be 
the required quantities in cach of 
these articles per year? 

Answer: All these articles were used 
in excess of last year. Coal: At pres- 
ent the consumption of coal is fairly 
economical. Oil: Last year, $13,- 
416.65. Amount required $175 per 
month, giving yearly cost of $2,100, 
a saving of over $11,000, Wa'ste: Last 
sear, $685 iar three and a half tons: 
amount required 100 pounds per 
month giving total of one and one 
fifth tons per year, a saving of over 
two tons. ° Boiler compound: Last 
year, $4,870.09, being cost of twelve 
tons. “Refined Soda Ash” is just as 
good as the expensive compound the 
city has been using. It sells for a 
cent a pound, and Mr. Francis esti- 
mates the amount necessary to keep 
the boilers clean at twenty Ibs. a day, 
or about three and a half tons a year. 
The cost of this would be about $73 
a year, a saving of about $4,800. ‘This 
item alone will more than pay for the 
cost of the report, 

Other question tonched on 
the expansion of the waterworks and 
electric light systems.. These avere 
gone into fully. Mr. Francis also 
stated that damage was being done to 
the water mains by electrolysis. 

In showing how the report was pre- 
pared, Mr. Francis, speaking for him- 
self and his assistant, Mr. Ballantyne, 
has the following to say: 

“At times our work occupied sixteen 
hours per day. We made all the gen- 
eral tests, readings, machinery and 
building examinations that seemed ad- 
visable. All questions which would 
guide us in our conclusions and in de- 
termining future needs were stduied 
as far as possible. ‘he local condi- 
tions of population, climate, daylight, 
freight rates, labor and material costs 
were carefully gone into, as were the 
development and operation costs at 
the power plant.”

Fire Brigade Got the Best of the 
Railway Company. 


FOUGHT TO DEFEND CROSSING 


Erie Railroad Contested the Right of the 
Village to Establish Crossing 
Over its Tracks. 

Paterson, N. J. April 6.—Three 
streams directed by volunteer firemen 
helped officials and citibzens of the 
borough of Garfield, led by Mayor 
Karl, to win a partial victory over the 
Erie Railroad workmen at a disputed 
crossing. ‘The three Erie leaders— 
John F*. Collins, a section boss; Id- 
ward IF. Froude, a freigh conductor, 
of Jersey, City, and W. H. Ball, a 
brakeman of Paterson, were jailed. 

Garfield is on the line of the Bergen 
short cut, used principally for express 
trains and through freight. The Erie 
and borough officials have been in dis- 
pute over the right of the borough to 
establish a crossing at Van Winkle 
avenue. At a conference of the mayor 
and council Wednesday night, it was 
decided to lay the crossing at once. 

When the section foreman made his 
rounds this morning, accompanied 
by a score of Italian laborers, he or- 
dered the men to tear up the timbers 
that had been spiked down between 
the tracks by the boroughites. ‘The 
borough watchman on guard sent in a 
fire alarm, and the seven fire com- 
panies, with Mayor Karl, the council- 
men and many citizens, turned out. 
lins communicated wih Jersey City and 
communicated with Jersey City and 
was directed to have all the freight 
cars in the vicinity taken to. the cross- 
ing. With an augmented force Col- 
lins sought to subdue the firemen 
when they threatened to play the 
hose. A hand to hand encounter fol- 
lowed, in which Collins and several 
others were battered. 

The railroad men took refuge in a 
caboose and engine that blocked the 
track, but they were driven out by 
three streams of hose, thoroughly 
drenched. When the three leaders 
returned to the attack Mayor Karl or- 
dered the police to arrest them. ‘They 
were released. on bail. 

The Erie despatched a special train 
from Jersey City containing counsel, 
officials and detectives and a yang of

workmer. Fearing more trouble May- 
or Karl appointed twenty-five special 
policemen and armed them with axe- 
handles. Two hundred citizens stood 
ready to assist the special policemen, 
and the firemen sood ready with hose, 
but the Irie officials announced that 
they had come to talk matters over. 

It was agreed to allow the lawyers 
to settle the dispute. It is likely that 
the issue will be carried to the courts, 
with the rie on the defensive. 

The fight caused a suspension of 
traffic on the short cut from eight 
o'clock in the morning to four o’clock 
in the afternoon. 


WEATHER CONDITIONS 


How One Aciharity 2 Ferecasts Season of ; 


1910 in the West 


Mr. A. E. Boyle, western representa- 
tive of the ‘Toronto Globe, writes to 
his paper under date of March 29: 

It is just possible that an early seed- 
ing may have as many drawbacks as 
a late one. A few years ago some 
farmers took advantage of a bright 
fine spell in February, to plant wheat, 
and they looked forward with confi- 
den to a harvest in June. The seed 
lay idle in the ground for six weeks 
after it was planted, and it really 
began to do business about the third 
week in April. In the interval there 
had been a bad “bunch of weather.” 
including a couple of blizzards and 
some cold winds. The enterprising 
tillers of the soil were eventually ele- 
vated to the anxious seat, but they 
managed to pull off their crops at the 
end of August without damage. 
Since that time they have not been 
so enthusiastic on the subject of 
early seeding. Conditions in 1910 do 
not, of course, tally with those of the 
remarkable season just mentioned, for 
the spells of disagreeable weather 
have ,so far, been limited, to a couple 
of days. But the spring is not yet 
“out of the woods,” and until sum- 
mer comes in carnest there will be 
no chance of telling whether the 
March sowing will be successful. If 
the grain which has been planted 
should ripen early in July it will dem- 
onstrate the advantages of an early 
start. If, however, it should halt, and 
stumble in its development, it may 
be overtaken by the late grain which 
is to be sown next month. There is 
a diversity of opinion regarding the 
possible advantages of an early crop- 
ping, and_ experience has been. cited 
in favor of and in opposition to the 
idea. ‘There is no doubt that the

Late rains have 
fallen within the past few days in 
Manitoba and = Saskatchewan, and 
these have been more than welcome. 
More ‘rain will be needed in Apri}, 
and unless there is a bountiful supply 
the outlook for the grain already 
sown will not be bright. The sum- 
mer rains, without which no crop 
can survive, do not usually begin un- 
til late in May, and the interval means 
much to the germinating wheat plant. 

It is evident that there will be a 
huge increase in the area sown to 
each of the four leading grains. Nhe 
early spring has confirmed previous 
impressions in that connection, There 
are some enthusiasts who expect that 
15,000,000 acres will ‘be devoted to 
the raising_of grain in the three Prov- 
inees this year, and of this vast tract 
at Icast 8,000,000 will be in wheat.
